B 7, 17 percent; D19, 83 percent; D 18, 83 percent; D 17, LOO percent; D 16, 

71 percent; B 8, 95 percent. All, the Poregoing are minesweepers or guard boats , 
with the exception of B 7. 


2. Work on freighters under repair had progressed as follows: REFRIGERATOR, 32 percent; 


FEOLENT, 24 percent; KURA, 100 percent; SIGNAL, 40 percent; WENTA, 29 percent. 


3. By 31 May 1952, six drifters will have been delivered to the Soviet Union. The 
first Motler installation for the first freighter has arrived from Buckau-Wolf. 


4, The electric welders struck for a raise in pay on 7 May 1952, The strike lasted 


two hours, when part of the advance was immediately counted out to them, 
about 45 9000 DM. 
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
